POSED SCHOOL BOND ISSUE 
AMENDMENT, 
Sis 

The people of Coffee County will 

have the opportunity on January 10, 
1928, to vote on a 20 Million Dollar 
State bond issue for the sole purpose 
of building school houses or retiring 
indebtedness that has already been 
incurred for this purpose, If this 
proposition passes it means that 
$200,000.00 will come to Coffee 
County to be used to erect sugh’ 
school buildings as will be needed to 
adequately take care of the ehildren 
of the County. The State has issued 
bonds on its future revenue for other 
purposes, and why not for building 
school houses? There is certainly no 
interest in the State superior to that 
of its children. 
This bond issue WILL NOT bring 
nbout an inerease in taxation sinee 
one mill of the State’s 244 mill au- 
valorem tax now being collected has 
heen set aside for the retirement of 
principal and interest as it comes due. 
Some may advance the argument 
that setting aside this one mill would 
have to be taken care of by an in- 
creased collection to this amount, but 
this is not the case sinee the recent 
revenue Jaws adequately supply this 
deficiency in the g@eneral state reve- 
nues and these revenues will be col- 
lected anyway, whether the bond issue 
passes or not, 

If we vote these bonds on, the 
$200,000.00 wil come to this county 
without difficult conditions having to 
be met. The only thing necessary to 
be done is for a joint survey to he 
made by the County and State to de- 
termine just what buildings are need- 
ed and the money can be used for no 
other purpose than carrying out this 
program. If the $200,000.00 should 
not be enough to do this the law gives 
authority for the county to raise in 
any way possible an amount not to 
exceed the $200,000.00. This does 
not mean that $200,000.00 will } ave 
to be matched for a like amount but 
may he done if necessary.
